Each year in the Lake Okee- 
chobee Farming Region it seems 
there is a race to see who plants 
the first sweet'corn for the winter 
harvest season.

During’ past years the ear 
corn, at times, has brought prem- 
ium’ prices and at other times 
when the fall rains have set in, 
the growers have lost their shirts | 
on the early crops. However, the 
growefs are of the opinion that 
the profits have more than Offset 
the’ losses—therefore, the early 
plantings. $ 

With, this being the first 10 « 
an the month of Augu: 
are unusually busy preparing land 
for fall plantings. Much new land 
has. been .brovght under cultiva 
tion to repiace acres and. acres 
that have been planted to sugar | 
cane. 

The federal government took off 
the sugar cane growing quota and 
farmers in this area are paying 
fantastic prices fox land to put in 
cane. Sky-high rents are prevail- 
ing for land on which to plant 
cane. For a few days $100 an acre 
per year for cane land held all 
records. THEN, along came anoth- 
er offer of $150 per acre per year 
for cane land. This offer tops all 
others in .this area for high rent. 

Fabulous prices are being paid 
for patches of land on which to 
plant cane. It was thought last 
fall when a piece of land sold for. 
$2,000 an acre that the ‘top had 
been reached. Then along ` came 
another sale of less than 30 acres 
and the price was’ $2250 per acre. 
Local folks knew. this was the top 
until another offer of $2500 per 
acre was made this week.. Maybe 
this is the top. Maybe it is just 
the beginning. `

Florida banks remain a major 
source of credit and other finan- 
cial services according to Rupert 
Mock, Bank of Pahokee president, 
who represents the Florida Bank- 
ers Association on the Palm Beach 
‘County Advisory Banker. 

Based on tne zzna annual farm 
lending summary of the’ Agricul- 
tural Comniittee of The Ameri- 
can Bankers Association, , Mr.
